1 . This Office action is in response to the RCE and amendment filed 4/9/03 and refers to 
the rejection mailed 1/29/03. 

2. Claims 24, 34 and 31 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claims 
24 and 34, the R5 in the formulas should be R 5 in all instances; in claim 31,1.4, insert —the- after 
"wherein" and —an— after "comprises". Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 24-29 and 31-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Whiteker in view of Holtcamp as cited in and for the reasons of record given in paragraph 5 
of the previous Office action. 

Applicants' argument against the present rejection is that the ratio of aluminum to 
transition metal catalyst is not disclosed in the prior art. However, Whiteker discloses such ratios 
at col. 7, 1. 44-51.
